The r DECLARATIONS and RESOLUTIONS were propoſed, | 
and unanimouſly agreed to, 


WHAT our glorious Conſtitution, and preſent 
excellent ſyſtem of government, by King, 
Lords, and Commons, which were obtained by the 
valor and firmneſs of our anceſtors, are moſt wiſely 
framed for the diffuſion cf happineſs and true 
liberty, the protection of property, and the * 
proſperity of the nation. | 
That opinions, totally deſtructive of all order 
and ſubordination, and ſubverſive of our whole ſyſ- 
tem of government, having lately been advanced 
and circulated by ſocieties of deſperate and ſedi- 
tious men, acting in concert with perſons in foreign 


parts, and by their emiſſaries; and cauſes of diſ- 


content having been arttully infuſed by them into 


the minds of the inferior claſſes of people, to diſ- 


poſe them to adopt their moſt deſtructive doctrines, 
the exertions of every friend of the Conſtitution, 
are become eſſentially neceſſary to preſerve and 
ſupport it. 

That we who are preſent at this meeting, ſenſi- 
ble of the ineſtimable bleſſings which this nation 
has long enjoyed, under our happy Conſtitution 
and preſent form of government, the birth-right 
of every Briton, do hereby affociate and firmly 
pledge ourſelves to each other, and to our country, 
that we will exert every means in our ſeveral ſta- 
tions, to defend them againſt the attacks of all 
foreign enemigs, and the more dangerous combina- 
tions of ſeditious men, in order to tranſmit them, 
unimpaired, to poſterity, as the only effectual ſecu- 
rity for preferving real liberty and happineſs. 

That for the ſupport of theſe great objects, we 
will do all in our power to aid and aſſiſt the civil 

magiſtrate in maintaining the general tranquility, 


in luppreſſing all riots and diſturbances, which may 


ariſe within this hundred, and in bringing the 
authors and promoters thereof to condign puniſh- 
Maeut. 

That in order to prevent the propagation of . 
tious doctrines, we will, jointly and individually, 
endeavour to diſcover and bring to juſtice, all per- 
ſons who ſhall, either by publiſhing or diſtributing 
inflammatory papers or writings, or by engaging in 
any illegal clubs or meetings, attempt to diſturb 


the publick peace, or excite diſaffection to our moſt 


Gracious Sovereign, and the lawful ee of 
this country. 

That in order to facilitate in the me eflectual 
and expeditious manner, the attainment of theſe 
important objects, the Magiſtrates acting within 
this hundred, the Bailiffs of Southwold and Dun- 
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ton; the Old Swan, in Sone 


wich for the time being, the Clergy reſident in the 
hundred, Sir John Blois, Sir Thomas Gooch, Sir 
Joſhua Vanneck, Barts. George Golding, Chalenor 
Archdeckne, Humphry Brew ſter, Reginald Rabett, 
John Sheppard, John Thompſon, John Wilkinſon, 
George Doughty, John Dreſſer; John Clayton, 
Samuel Badeley, George Bitton, Peter Jermyn, 


$ Eſqrs. and Doctor Langſlow, or any five of them, 


(one being a magiſtrate) ſhall be a Committee, and 
that the ſaid Committee ſhall meet at the Tunns, 
in Yoxford, on WeDNEsDAY, the 2d day of Jan. 


next, at Eleven o'clock in the forenoon ; and from 


time to time adjourn themſelves, and meet at ſuch 
other times and places as they ſhall think proper. 
That the ſaid magiſtrates, or any two of them, may 
appoint meetings of ſuch committee at any other 
time and place they ſhall judge expedient; and that 
a committee of ſeven (two of them being acting 


_ magiſtrates) ſhall have power to appoint any other 


perſons reſident in the hundred to be of the com? 
mittee ; and to. make ſuch other orders and regula- - 
tions as they ſhall conceive neceſſary for promoting 
the objects of this Aſſociation. 

That this Aſſociation be called“ The Loyal 
Aſſociation of the hundred of Blything.” _ 

That as a ſmall fund will be e 0 for carry- 
ing on this Aſſociation, a ſeparate book ſhall be 
provided for the fignature of ſuch perſons as ſhall 
think proper to ſublcribe, not excceding 10s. 6d. 
each. 

4 na. PETER JERMYN, Eſq. be appointed Trea- 
ſurer aud Secretary of this Aſſociation; and that all 
communications reſpecting the above ohjects be 
made to the Secretary. 

That theſe reſolutions be ſigned by the Chair- 
man, and publiſhed twice in the county papers, in 
the St James's Chronicle, General Evening Polt, 
and Star; and he left at the Angel, in Haleſworth ; 
the Tiinns, i in Yoxford ; the White Horſe, in Leiſ- 
the Angel, in 
Wangford ; and the Eagle, in Wienthians, during 
the ſpace of fourteen days, for the ſignature of all 
the other loyal inhabitants of the hundred.
